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BASIS FOR REJECTIONS 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



CLAIMS NOT EXAMINED 

Claims 4-17 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim cannot depend from another multiple dependent claim. See MPEP 
§ 608.01(n). Accordingly, the claims have not been further treated on the merits. 



REJECTION OF CLAIMS OVER PRIOR ART 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Spath (DE 101 
19 030 Al). See Figure 10 where the 3D bending is provided by a rotary disk 31 that is mounted 
to coordinate plates that move the rotary disk in perpendicular directions as represented by 
arrows 84 and 85. At least one bending roller is shown at either 44, 44a, 45 or 45a. The 
bending rollers are fixed relative to the rotary disk in that their supports fix the bending rollers to 
the disk 31. 
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Claims 1 -3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Yogo 
(4,391 ; 1 16). Shown in the broadest embodiment is a bending machine for bending profiles by 
feeding the profiles W through at least one bending roller 35 where the bending roller is mounted 
on a rotary disk 26 that is movable on coordinate plates 14 and 18 in two perpendicular 
directions. The bending roller 35 is fixed to the rotary disk 26 in a linearly immovable fashion. 
While Yogo shows that the machine is for bending profiles of a shape other than "circular 
pipes", it is the examiner's position that it would have been obvious to the skilled artisan having 
the benefit of Yogo's bending machine would have been disposed to bend any desired cross- 
section workpiece. Yogo's machine is fully adaptable to shaping various different shaped 
workpieces, such as circular pipes, by simply exchanging the rollers 35, 35' for rollers having the 
necessary cross section.
